Ng，who is being held in 
Calgary，Canada，is a Suspect 
in 3 Series of slayin8gs in 
Wilseyville. Calaveras County 
officials have also filed 
eharges regarding homicides in 
that arca. 

Giulietti was Slain in his 
Castro neighborhood home on 
July 11，1984，and Carrazza 
was wounded in the incident.

SAN FRANCISCO - Assis- 
tant Director of Planning 
George- Williams said there 
should be "a lot of emphasis 
On preserving the 8g00od. parts 
of Chinatown while allowing 
some development， 

"Chinatown is a Special place 
which performs a 1lot of 
functions,"” said Williams. 

It 1S the home of many 
reslidents，meets the cultural 
and commercial needs of the 
]arger Chinese community, and 
js a major tourist attraction 


GOTEEReS CITY Meeting 
all these needs is a _ "tricky 
business,”he said. 


The “ Planning Department， 
however，has no intentions of 
"modernizing Chinatown,”he 
said. The department seeks to 
“meet the _ commercial uses the 
Chinatown community needs 
Tather than the city"s needs. 

"IT don?t foresee _ the _ Down- 
town financial district con- 
tinuing the movement into 
Chinatown,”he said， 


LOWERING 


Williams Said he favors the 
lowering of height limits and 
"making a portion of China- 
town a historical district." 

The height restriction is 
TSectEEOF "neighborhood 
community businesseSs,” 3ac- 
cording to 3a report prepared 
by the ` Planning Department. 
The restrictions are 65 feet 
along Broadway and 88 feet 
aliong Grant. 

Williams added 
would be very desirable to 
preserve the architectural 
character of Chinatown and 
preServe low，moderate cost 
housing- 

"In terms of the future，we 
Sece the continuin8g growth and 
development in Chinatown， 
but at a Scale more compatible 
with the existing Scale of the 
area,”he said. "Hopefully， 
we']l see more housing in the 
future than we"ve Seen in the 
Tecent pasSt."

Asked how imore housing 
could be provided，Williams 
Salid it is "possible to build 
Some taller buildings"” which 
do not exceed the height re- 
Strictions. 

He Suggested adding four to 
SiX floors of housing units 
onto one- 0OT two-story com- 
Imercial buildings. 

"Whether that can be done 
and Still make these units low 
and moderate income Units js 
another Serious question,” he 
admitted.

housing，PparticularJy in taller 
buildings，that can be af- 
forded by low and moderate 
income people,”he said. 
Williams added that a major 
legitimate concern is seismic 
safety.， "We don't want to 
displace residents,but we need 
to develop measures to provide 
more safety.” The department 
just started a study to deal 
with seismic Safety，he Said. 


DEVELOPMENT 


A development plan from the 
SixX Companies and 3a plan 
from the Chinatowna Neigh- 
borhood Improvement Re- 
source Center，Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce and ASsian 
Nelighborhood 了 Design were 
submaltted to the 了 Planning 
Department. 

"We are 1looking at both 
closely and meeting with the 
SpOonsors,”Sald Williams. "We 
will come out with Tecommen= 
dations of our own within 3 
month,” he Said. 

"I would commend both ef- 
forts,” said Williams, Both 
have 80od points，but Williams 
refused to further comment on 
them until the department 
completed its analyses of 
the plans. 

Asked about the possibility 
of a 12-Sstory building being 
put on the I-Hotel Site，Wil- 
liams Said that a new archi- 
tect was assigned and that the 
"project will be redesigned to 
deal with the shadow”which 


would cover Portsmouth 
Square.

SAN FRANCISCO - Due to 
the housing crisis in the city， 
legal problems arlising between 
landlords and tenants have 
abounded，Asian tenants who 
reside in the city，particularly 
In the Chinatown-North . 


Beach， Richmond and 
Tenderloin districts，have been 
faced with increasing 1legal， 
problems with respect to their 
rent，their housing conditions， 
and theltr possession of rental 
units. 

For many years，the attitude 
of "tenants of Asian descent

EMERGING CONSENSUS ON 
THE FUTURE OF CHINATOWN 


We are pleased to note that several proposals on the future of 
Chinatown have been put forward by responsible Segments of 
the Chincse American community.、jlnstead of being indifferent 
or allowilng, as we did in the past, onjy one voice that claimed to 
be the sole representative of the community，we now have 
SeveTal lnformed voices Speaking out on a subject of vital 
interest to the Chinese American community，This is what it 
should be， After all，Chinatown is no longer what it once was 
before World War JI -- a visible monument of institutional 
Tacism jin which most disenfranchised and disregarded Chinese 
in SF were forced to live and work.， Jnstead, it is now the 
center of economic，political，social and cultural life of Chinese 
America in the SF Bay ， Itsv tutureslsitherefore aajor 
concern not only to those "--0 live and work in the geographic 
arca but also to those whose many activities are directly or 
indirectjy tied to the physical location known as Chinatown. 

Based on what we have read and heard regarding the various 
master plans for the Chinatown area，we now see an emerging 
and perSsuasive conSsensus :discussed in this column on August 24 
folljowin8g the aftermath of the resounding defeat of the 
Orangeland/Pineview project. At that time we observed that 
"the Support for low-cost housing for both elderliy and immigrant 
families was .widespread and stron8g."” We also _ commented on 
"what Chinatown community is willing to accept in the tradeofTf 
betweenDn housing/small business needs on the one hand and 
satisfyling the profit motive of developers on the other hand." 
We Sug8gested that "Teasonable 8rowth and providing basic 
community Deeds appear to be the emerging goals for future 
Chinatown development，Enhancing the dominant character and 
lifestyle of Chinatown without causin8 undue displacement and 
human Suffering is another way of defining8 Chinatowny?s 
8&TIOwth. 

While there are Specific disagreements Over the height limits， 
the appropriate Tatlo between residential and commercial Space 
and the historical values of Chinatown，the consensus is to 
Tetain the fundamental，traditional character of the Chinatown 
area and to promote reasonable and balanced growth to meet the 
TeSjdential and commercial needs of Chinatown without 
masSSively displacing the residents and substantially altering the 
lifestyle and environment of the community. 

The JInternational Hotel struggle in the 1970's Stopped 
effectively the overpowering encroachment of the financial 
district into Chinatown which began in the 1950'$， But the 
influx of Chinese _ capital from East ASsia Since the 1970'S has 
had disconcerting，and at times，devastating impact on housin8， 
commerce, traffic and open Space within the area， thrcatenin8g to 
uproot and destroy the community. 

A master plan for the arca js badly needed now， The planning 
pITocess，however，must include all segments of the community 
and must rcflject and respcct the collective Sentiments and vjews 
expressed during recent debates over SeveTral projects 1n the 
community， 

Positive examples of recent development include the Mei Lun 
Yuen project on Sacramento and Stockton Streets and the Pan 
Magna Plaza project proposed for the formcr I-Hotel site，Both 
projects，one publicly financed and another privately Supported， 
in addition，were carefully scrutinlized and Supported by 3 
crOSS-Section of the_ community，aSs all projects Should be. 
However，the community clearly considered the Orangeland/ 
Pineview proposal excesSsive lin physlical terms and too costly to 
resjidents in Chinatown，The new site for the Pineview SeniorT 
housing project over the Broadway tunpnel appears {t0 be 
consistent with the emerging consensuSs，The project，once built， 
will increase community housing stock for Senior citizens and 
significantljy enhance the quality of life in the area. 

We hope the City Plannin8g Department will take note of what 
has been 8oin8g on in the Chinatown community as it 1ooks to its 
future，There may be many voices Speaking out Simultaneously; 
there is an unambiguous political consensus emerging with 
TeSpect to the future of Chinatown，，AS we noted before，this 
consenSus could be easily converted into a formidable political 
force. 


was that，faced with legal 
problems， they would 
ordinarily settle these matters 
by giving in to exorbitant rent 
increases， bad housing 
conditions or， if their 
landlords desired，moving on 
to allow repossession of their 
rental units by their landlords. 
This response continued in the 
most part up until 1979，when 
the SF rent stabilization and 
arbitration ordinance was 
passed by the board of 
Supervilsors in reSponse to the 
the housing Shortage crisis and 
the overwhelming need to 
control the abuses and Teckless 
rent increases that were 
imposed on tenants at that 
time. 

The rent ordinance sought to 
stabilize rents by capping rent 
increases to 7 percent annually 
and limitin8g the basis for 
TCpossession of rental units by 
landlords. 


ItoRsatteoDtedALO 
protect small landlords by 
exempting Owner-occupied 


buildings of four units Or less. 
These essential aspects of the 
rent ordinance continue today. 
However，it is the observation 
OFEENISEWTIeT SASESE 
personm at the Asian Law 
Caucus in Chinatown，that the 
problems of exorbitant rent 
increases， bad .housing 
conditions and evictions have 
continued to increase and 


have posed tremendous 
problems for landlords and 
tenants. 


SETTLEMENTI 


Although 1litigation between 
landlord -and tenant has 
markedly increased during the 
past 10 years，there is Still a 
tremendous desire on behalf 
of both sides to settle legal 
matters. SettiememiEO 
litigatlion is generally Sought 
by both sides as a _ result of 
the _ recognition that the 1law 
may not be able to protect the 


particular rights Of either 
side， nor advance their 
interestSs. It may also be a 


recognition that the housing 
Shortage cannot really be 
addressed adequately by the 
Judicial System and a_ decision 
of a jury or a judsge. 

And particularly for Asian 
reSsidents，it is the Observation 
of this writer that AsSian 
landlords and tenants desire to 
spend much of their time 
investlgating avenues to settle 
thelr' differences without 
reSorting to litigation in the 
courts. To _ this extent，the 
legal avenues 0f hearings

before the SF rent board or 
trials at the municipal court 
and Superior couUrt levels Seryve 
as _ backdrops from which 
landlords and tenants attempt 
to0 compromise their 
REerenCESAEEE 

In order to understand the 
legal issues arising between 
landlord and tenant，one must 
be familiar with current laws 
ordinances affecting 
residentsWobantheccityiyand 
county of SFE. In addition to 
the SF rent Stabllization and 
arblitration ordinance，there 
are the Teslidential hotel 
demolition ordinance，the 
condominiumm conversion 
ordinance， the residential 
hotel demolition moratoriumm 
of Chinatown-North Beach， 
the housing code of SF，the 
health and safety code，the 
current zoning regulations for 
a particular residential area， 
and a host of other state 1aws 
that have been passed either 
by statute Or Suit cases 
rendered by a higher court. 


UNAWARENESS 


Most landlords and tenants 


continue to be unaware of the 
impact of these various laws 
and ordinances. Their 
awareness comes into being at 
the _ time when they cannot 
resolve their ,differences and 
must resort to legal advice or 
other avenues to advance their 
interest. Generally， many 
landlords are Unaware of the 
strict compliance with "just 
cause"” which is required 
before they Seek repossesSion 
of the unit from a tenant. 
Similarly，tenants do not 
realize all of the legal avenues 
under which a landlord may 
proceed to take their Unit 
back for their use or their 
Own possession. Once 
litigation has started by a 
landIord or a tenant，a process 
of realization begins when 
they both see the 1limitations 
in their views and arguments 
when they are set against the 
laws or the lack of laws that 
EXxist EtEorthecDactcLar 
problem.，Dnue to the potential 
litigation cost involved， 
settlement is always preferred 
in _ light of the possible time 
and expenses which would be 
incurred by both sides. 
Generally， settiements are 
favored by all courts and 
administrative bodies involved 
in the landlord-tenant area.、It 
has been reported that the 
majority Of cases litigated at 
the municipal court level in 
SF are overwhelmingly 
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evictions. Where settlements 
can be accomblished,， they 
should be done with a view 


towards the existing laws that 


are enforced in 
county and state.

CONVERSION 


IThe 1000 Montgomery Street 
case had to do with the 
propberty 0wner desiring to 
convert apartment buildings， 
which were occupied by their 
tenants for many years，into 
office Space.， The settlement 
allowed the conversion to take 
place upon several conditions， 
one of which was that the 
Owner-developer would be 
required to either pay enough 
money or rebuild adequate 
replacement housing for the 
tenants who were evicted. 
Although the Settlement took 
place about two years ag0, the

The PMP Project as proposed

HISTORY 


Tbhe International Hotel was 
built a year after the 1906 earth- 
quake. During the1920sand 1930s， 
the hotel and nearby residential 
hotels on Kearny and Montgom- 
ery Streets came to be known as 
Manilatown because each year 
thousands of Pilipino seasonal 
Workers used them as their homes 
and businesses. Barber Tino Re- 
gino's experience Was typical when 
he said in 1968“Tve had this shop 
Since_ September 1949，and Tve 
been on the block since 19322 


During the postwar era, the area 
came Under increasing pressure as 
the fnancial district became the 
center of regional，national and 
international businesses. The de- 
Velopment of the Bay Area Rapld 
Translt District (BART) an idea 
origlinally proposed in the 19S0s by 
a_ group of leading bankers and 
approved by voters in 1962, set the 
stage for a massive of6ce-building 
boom as more and more corporate 
headquarters moved into the dis- 
trlict and more and more old hotels 
in Manillatown ,were replaced by 
highrise offce _ buildings in the 
name of urban renewal. The Bank 
of America World Headquarters， 
the Hartford Insurance Company， 
the Transamerica and Holliday Inn 
bulildings are among the most Vis- 
ible examples. Block after block 
along Montgomery and 天 earny 
Streets was Swallowed up as the 
fnancial district moved closer to 
the heart of Chinatown. 


EVICTION 


In March 1968, the Milton Meyer 
Company，the largest real estate 
company in SFE, headed by Walter 
Shorenstein，bought the I-Hotel， 
then occtpied by 196 Chinese and 
Pilipino poor elderly resldents. 
Calling the hotel "deteriorated and 
unlivable:” Shorenstein qulckly se- 


cured a demolition permit on Sep- 


tember 9, 1968 to replace the hotel 
with a profit-making，multi-level 
parking lot and sent ouUt eVlction 
notices in October demanding the

“We deeply regret having to 
disrupt the lives of these good 
people”Shorenstein Sald.“We 
sympathlize with thelir plight but 
we will not be a party to breeding 
slums nor will we risk having on 
OUIT consclence another TIhomas 
Hotel fire2” 

The eviction notices touched off 
an Unexpected serles of publlic pro- 
tests by the traditionally quiet， 
Submisslve resldents In and around 
the hotel. Supported by newly po- 
liticlzed Asian college students 
from UC Berkeley and SFE State 
University，the resldents Staged a 
nolisy，well publicized demonstra- 
tion on November 27 in front of 
the hotel. It was followed by an- 
other demonstration two days later 
in front of the Milton Meyer Com- 
pany where demonstrators Were 
joined by then Supervlisor Jack 
Morrlson . 


PROTESTS 


The demonstrationSs，lawsuits 
and thetenants` determination not 
to move eventually brought the 
landlord to the negotiation table 
for a new lease. Under the leader- 
Ship of the United Filipino Associ- 
ation (UEA), atentative agreement 
for a new lease was reached on 
March 1$,，1969. But before it was 
Signed, a fire Sweptthe north wing 
of the hotel on March 16，killing 
three tenants. Arson was SUuspected 
but no conclusive report 1lssued. 
Shorenstein blamed the deaths on 
his failure to demolish the hotel 
and decided to cancel the lease 
agreement and proceed with his 
planned demolition ;he set April 
14 as thenevw deadline for eviction . 

A massive protest at then Mayor 
Joseph Aliotoxs nationally televised， 
pre-dawn Earthquake Party at 
Civic Center in early April appar- 
ently brought UFA and Shoren- 
stein back to the negotiation table， 
On July 4,，a three-year lease Was 
signed: UFA agreed to managethe 
hotel and to bring lt up to code 
Within one year. Between July 1969 
and June 1970，the work of re- 
habilitating the hotel was carried 
out with donated money, Supplies 
and serVices. Volunteer labor was 
Provided by mostly Asian Ameri- 
can college Students from UC 
Berkeley.

When the lease expired, the In- 
ternational Hotel Tenants Associa- 
tion (HTA)replaced UFA to nego- 
tiate for a long-term lease with 
option to buy the hotel. In June 
1973, Shorensteln secretly sold the 
hotelto Four Seas Investment Cor- 
poration for $8$0,000. The sale 
was Dot known to the tenants Until 
March 1974，when the new land- 
lord applied for a new demolition 
Permit. In _ September，EFEour Seas 
delivered notices of evlction to ten- 
ants. Lengthy litigation and pro- 
tracted demonstrations followed. 

Finally in April 1976，Superior 
Cotrt Judge Ira Brown 1lssued a 
directed verdict in favor of Four 
Seas after three days of deadlock 
by a jury and ordered evViction , 
Claiming shortage of manpower 
and resources，Sherifft Richard 
Hongisto repeatedly delayed exe-

cution of Brown's eviction order. 
In the meantime，Mayor George 
Moscone announced in September 
a “buy back plan”which called for 
the Housing Authority to use fed- 
eral funds to frst buy the hotel 
from FEour Seas，uUsing the power 
of eminent domalin, and then sellit 
to the tenants. 

On January 7，1977，3530 sup- 
porters of I-Hotel formed ahuman 
barricade and effectively prevented 
the Sheriff”s staff from posting 5- 
day eviction notices on the hotel 
doors. For his falilure to _evict 
the tenants. Sheriff Honglisto was 
found in contempt of court on 
January 10 and sentenced to jall.I 
was not until January 11 that the 
notices Were Successfully posted. 
On January 16, some 3000 people 
from all over the Bay Area formed 
abhuman barricade around the en- 
tire squareblock in whlich thehotel 
stood to Prevent the expected 
forced_ eviction. The next day， 
Judge Brown ordered a temporary 
stay of eviction, claiming he feared 
“potential violence、 


FINAL EVICIION 


On May 27, 1977, Judge Charles 
Peery ruled against the Housing 
Authority in its Use of eminent 
domain to buy the hotel and sell it 
back to the tenants for $1.3 mil- 
lion. All appeals for stay of evlc- 
tion failed when the California Su- 
preme Courtrefused on June 28 to 
stay the eviction until the appeals 
couUrt could rule on the legality of 


the Housing Authority's attempt 


to buy the hotel. 

At 3 am on August 4, 1977, 400 
police and sheriff's deputies，led 
by Sherliff Honglsto，Sstormed 3a 
human barricade of 2;,000 Support- 
ers_and used huge axes to break 
down each door and physically 
eVicted each of the elders. Hous- 
ing Specialist Chester Hartman 
called the entire Process “dlisgrace- 
ful”; most people were shocked 
and horrified by the event， 

The IHotel was fnally demol- 
ished in 1979，leaving behind a 
huge hole in the ground. 


COMMIITEE 


In 1980, at the request of the Chil- 
nese American Democratic Club， 
Supervisor John Molinarl Intro- 
duced a resolution calling for the 
appointment ofan 18-Imember citi- 
Zens' advisory committee to advilse 
the city on the future development 
of not only the former I-Hotel site 
bnut the entire block Upon which 
the hotel once stood. The intent 
was to make sure that the block 
would serve the multiple needs of 
the _ community The committee， 
representing a cross-Section of the 
Chinese and Pilipino communities， 
Was Subsequently appointed by 


Mayor Dianne Feinstein in 1981 to 
Imake，with the asslstance of City 
Planning staff, some guidelines for 
the future development of the 
block. Dr Rolland C. Lowe was 
appointed chalr of the committee. 

In July last year Mayor Fein- 
Stein, the Citizens Advisory Com- 
Imlttee and Four Seas Investment 
Corporation signed a “Memoran- 
dum of Understanding”which out- 
lined the Proposed PMP Project 
(East/West, V/11/84). Since the sign- 
ing ceremony in the Mayor's of- 
fce，the project has encountered 
SeVveral obstacles. Among them are 
the new Downtown Plan，which 
would lmit offce building space 
to 950,000 sq. ft. per year thereby 
restrlcting the developers ability 
to bulld the necessary 180,000 sq. 
人 ft. of offce space, and the partial 
shadow whlch the Proposed build- 
ings would cast on adjacent Ports- 
Imouth Square，Pprohibited by the 
“Sunshine”initiatlive approved by 
voters last year. 

Intenslve_ community lobbying 
at the Board of Supervisors last 
Ionth saved the project from in- 
clusion ln the Downtown Plan， 
and the developer's declislon this 
month to redeslgn the proposed 
building apparently will remove. 
the objectionable shadow on the 
Park. 

Whether and when the PMP 
Project will gettunder way are quesS- 
tions that remalin Unanswered. For 
the time beling there is a collective 
will in the community to see to 
it that the hlstory of the I-Hotel 
struggle 1s not forgotten and that 
the low-cost housing for the el- 
derly remains a high priority.

Although many settlements 
attempt to protect against 
potential problems that may OF 
may not be Seen by each 
party，not all events can be 
foreseena Specifically at the 
time that the side desired 
their disputes to be settled.

after the time the settlement 
has been made. Attempts to 
accomplish the obligations of 
either party， new laws， 
regulations and positions of 
other administrative agencies 
may Sometimes Serve either to 
delay or block the attempt to 
accomplish an obligation 
Under a settlement agreement. 
it is 8enerally held that 
neither party who fails to 
fuifill their obligations would 
be held for further 1iability 
unless they acted in bad faith 
or Unreasonably in their 
attempts to fulfill settlement 
conditions。 If either Side 1s 
found to have acted in either 
bad faith or -unreasonably， 
then either the settlement 
agreement will have further 
avenues to pursue or the 
original 1litigation which was 
settled will now be reopened. 


DISPUTE 


Each settlement agreement， 
whether it be the 1000 
Montgomery Street，the 621 
Clay 9Street, or the 917 玫 earny 
Street dispute，will have lts 
Own particular Views 
represented in the agreement 
itself. These views will 
generally represent the wishes 
ofethe 2 Darties2 thatasare 
involved and sometimes the 
imprint of the _ community if 
the dispute has been widely 
known.

However，it became clear in 
the mild- to late 1970's that a 
long-term Solution to 
Chinatown's housing problems 
had to Die 3 mOre 
comprehensive one， in 
recognition of four major 
trends then evolving. 


FEARS 


The first was the realization 
of initial fears that the 
federal government approach 
t0 housing was one of 
retrenchment -- initially 
placing more responsibility on 
localities through the 
Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) program 
(1974)，then phasing out the 
"deep Subsidy” programs that 
enabled projects Such as Mei 
Lun Yuen (with land 
acquisition， construction， 
mortgage and rent Subsidies) 
and replacing it with the 
Section 8 Program in 1977. 

This retrenchment finally 
culminated in the early 1980's 
with a federal policy -of 
drastically reducing CDBG 
and Section 8 Subsidies and a 
Virtual federal abandonment 
of housing the poor.

Housing activists realized 
that it was not enough to

new Subsidized projects.， The 
focus of activities became 
more localized and 


controversial: not only was it 
a matter of "fighting _ City 
Hall”"but three times as many 
exlsting housing units were 
lost as were gained _ through 
the new Subsidized projects in 
the 1970"S. 


TREND 


The third emerging trend 
was renewed activity in the 
area of preservation and 
rehabilition， through 
non-profit organizations 


including the “Chinese 
Community Housinsg 
Corporation， ASian 


Neighborhood Design， and 
many private OwnersS. 

This focus was not merely in 
reSponse to the absence of new 
consStruction reSoOurces。 It was 
asosedirected at more 
long-term Solutions -- the 
creation of "models” showing 
that rehabilitation was 
possible, and could be done in 
directresDponse EtoOethe 
presSures of displacement. 

The last major trend was the 
increased pace of construction 
in Chinatown and downtown， 


| Ning Yung，etc.)， 


which in the early 1980"S was 
producing more new buildings 
than had been seen in the past 
decade and a half. 


PRiVvarte Owners and

over Chinatown land use and 
housing intensifled over these 
Specific development projects. 
Polarization and adversarial 
relationships reSulted. 


However，in :the Seeds of 
these controversies -- which 
caused many “community 
leaders to adopt a low profile 
-- was the increased 
recognition that a Master Plan 
for Chinatown was needed in 
order to develop a community 
consensus based on policy， 
devolid of the controverSy of 
individual projects. 


CHOICES 


Tough Choices: One phrase 
that the Chinatown Coalition 
for Better Housing has often 
repeated in debates over 
different housing approaches 
1S the need to balance the 
policy objectives of housing 
"quantity， quality -and 
affordability." 

eehoreeseare eoften 
difficult to make，with some 
projects accommodating one 
objective more _ than another. 
However，defining the issues 


by these three criteria 
can provide a _ framework in 
which to weigh the more 


Specific aspects of a particular 
project or issue. 

This cannot be done without 
Some definitions，for we _ have 
not always agreed on how 
much housling Chinatown 
needs (quantity)，how much 
the housing should cost 
(affordability)，or what types 
Of housing we wamt (quality). 

In terms of quantity， we 
believe Chinatown needs 
enough housing (new and old) 
toEWniectatheEnecds ofwallits 
existing residents，and to 
accommodate the future needs 
Of new imnmnicgrantS to 
Chinatown. De #701 
Chinatown Housing and 
Recreation Study quantified 
these needs in 1972 (2,300 new 
units， 1,950 rehabilitated 
units). 


UPDATIE 


However，it is essential for 
us to update these aggregate 
goals based on the 1980 
census，projecting demographic 
needs for 1990 and beyond. 
While it 1S iniportant to note 
that the #701 Study 
recommended housing-unit 
goals both for 1ow-income and 
moderate-income residents，the 
principle that Chinatown 
housing should meet the needs 
of existing residents was clear， 
and should be maintained. 

The Tealization that those 
Chinatown residents whose 
income may be able to take 
advantage of new markest rate 
0pportunities (in or outside of 
Chinatown) should not obviate 
the_ freedom of choice for 
everyone who desires Or needs 
to live in Chinatown. 

Housing affordability Should 
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Simoply be based upon income 
levels of Chinatown residents， 
and USually upon 3 
determination of what is a 
fair percentage of income that 
tenants should pay for rent. 

JTJn_ the past，this standard 
has ranged from 25 to 33 
percent Of RCIODmT ER 
Considering_ :=average SSI 
benefit levels for the elderly， 
this means that rents for a 
Single _ individual should not 
EXCced 3 range Of 
approximately 3$125 to 9$175 
per month. 

OOECOUFSe IISEdICULbEHO 
establish rigid standards for 
every Specific Situation， The 
"income/rent"” standard should 
be targeted to the particular 
population in each project. 
Where tenants are currently 
paying a much lower amount， 
a rigid standard may result in 
too high an immediate 
increase. 


QUALITY 


The quality of housing mtust 
also be taken into 
consideration when assesSsing 
the extent to which improved 
units (rehabilitated or new) 
should allow a higher rental. 

Furthermore， we must 
recognize that there are many 
tenants in Chinatown， 
particularly Single middle-age 
adults，whose incomes are 
much below SSI beneftlit levels. 
The housing needs of these 
groups，which includes the 
homeless or Special-need 
populations， mst be 
addressed. 

On the other end of the 
Spectrum，we might look at 
the types 0f housing that can 
accommodate families whose 
income is 1ikely to rise. Over 
time. Families who do not 
have the resources to purchase 
a home in the Richmond 
District may benefit from a 
range of housing types and 
Ownership mechanisms Such as 
limlted equity cooperativeS. 

Congregate housing may Fec 
an appropriate model for 


unrelated Seniors. Facilities 
Serving both seniors and 
oneS ITSIVYTaLSONDe 


important to 1ook at. 


BOTTOM LINE 


The bottom line is that 
Chinatown needs many 
different types oOf housing to 
Serve Our diverse population. 
The amount of housing and 
the_ levels of affordability 
Imust be determined by an 
understanding Of exactly who 
lives in Chinatown now and 
who will live here in the 
future. 


In a forthcoming article，we 
will take a _ closer iook at the 
1SSue Of housing _ quality -- 
what standards we use to 
define decent，affordable 
housing; whether SRO'S are 
decent housing; and whether 
projects Such as Mei Lun Yuen 
are the "standard.” We'll also 
discuss _ the future of new 
construction in Chinatown and 
what models may be explored.
